Presidential Disability. 

Congressmen backed new 
bills aimed at settling the ques- 
tion of how to determine when 
a President is unable to carry 
out his duties.

McCarthy broke into debate 
on a motion to change the Sen- | 
ate rules with his criticism of 
Mr. Eisenhower. He referred at 
one point to “a so-called Re- 
publican president.” 

McCarthy said Mr. Eisen- 
hower placed his “‘stamp of ap- 
proval” on a magazine article 
by Paul Hoffman which he said 
described Welker as a “man 
of dangerous thinking and reck- 
less conduct.” 

McCarthy credited to the 
magazine article the defeat of | 
Welker by Democrat Frank | 


Church and the subsequent fail- 
ure of the Republicans to take 
control of the Senate. 

He said that last year, for the | 
first time, the country saw a 
President of the United States 
try to “purge a member of his 
own party” in the November 
election. 

McCarthy described Hoffman, | 
a close friend of the President's, 
as a “throwback on the human 
race.” 

He praised Welker as a Sen- 
ator with a “rare combination 
of common sense and guts.” 


Knowland Disputes Charge. 

Senate Republican leader Wil- | 
liam F. Knowland of Califor- | 
nia quickly rose to answer 
McCarthy. 

Knowland said that “in fair- 
ness” he would put into the 
record a letter that Mr. Eisen- 
hower wrote urging Idaho vot- 
ers to re-elect Welker. 

“I spoke in behalf of the re- 
election of Senator Welker,” 
Knowland said, adding that he. 
turned the Eisenhower letter 
over to Welker campaign man- 
agers and it was used. | 

When McCarthy completed | 
his sharp attack on the Presi- 
deht, Senator Styles Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, chair- | 
man of the Senate Republican | 
Policy Committee, rushed over 
and congratulated McCarthy, | 
shaking his hand. | 

Replying to Knowland, Mc- 
Cafthy said that even though 
the President did write “‘some 
milk and water letters” for 
Welker, “all the Eisenhower- 
for-President gang in 
worked against Welker.” 

He said the “White House 
guard supervised” raising of 
money in New York City to 
help defeat Welker. 

McCarthy said Mr. Eisen- 
hower was trying to shape “a 
modern Republican party” and 
to read out of the party Welker 
and other Senators who had op- 
pesed him. He added that the 
President confirmed this at a 
press conference. 

McCarthy shouted that Welker 
had supported most of the 
Eisenhower domestic program 
but had opposed “some hare- 
brained things such as opposi- 
tion to the Bricker amendment, 
the status of forces treaties and 
lavish foreign aid.”

HE NEXT CHAPTER in the history of the Middle East 
is certain to be bright with the wealth of oil, dark with 


the abundance of misery. 


The slow evolution of a United States policy for the Middle 
East, a policy long overdue, is a hopeful sign. But no conceivable 
policy will provide a magic wand. The problems of the area 
are immense, complex and interlocking and many of them defy 
solution by any rational processes. 


Formal military force alone 


cannot resolve these problems, 
as was shown at the time of 


the fighting in the Sinai pen- 
insula and Port. Said. 

Israel has been, since 1949, 
the strongest indigenous mili- 
tary force in the area. It is 
stronger today, as compared 
with the Arab states, than ever 
before, despite the supply of 
Soviet equipment to Egypt and 
Syria in the last year. The So- 
viet Union has cast its lot 
squarely with the Arab states, 
however, and particularly with 
Egypt and Syria. 

The use of local force in the 
Middle East, or anywhere in 
the world, faces two inhibitions: 
The threat of Soviet interven- 
tion and the fear of nuclear 
war. 

Important Counter. 

Moreover, there is another 
counter to Israeli military pow- 
er more important than the de- 
veloping but still incompletely 
trained Arab armies.

._In an earnest desire to get the 
best communication possible be- 
tween performer and listener I have 
tried almost every stage arrange- 
ment possible, but nothing done on 
the stage apparently can overcome 
the deadness of the auditorium. 

Making music in Carnegie Hall in 
New York, Orchestra Hall in Chi- 
cago, or Kleinhans Hall in Buffalo— 
to mention just three acoustically 
good auditoriums in which I have 
conducted concerts—is an exhilarat- 
ing experience which performers 
and listeners alike never enjoy in 
our Kiel Opera Hoyse. 

It is very disheartening, to say the 
least, to work hard in rehearsals in 
the development of a _ resonantly 
alive tone only to find that in per- 
formance the listener receives only 
a fraction of the total intensity. 
Much of the impact of every. per- 
formance is lost in our hall. 

A city the size of St. Louis should 
Andeed have a satisfactory music 
‘hall, one which is somewhat smaller 
‘than Kiel Opera House and in which 
a feeling of greater intimacy be- 
tween performer and listener is pos- 
sible. 

A dais type of stage which is a 
part of the auditorium itself usually 
provides this desirable intimacy as 
well as optimum resonance. And 
such a music hall should be properly 
equipped with risers of various 
kinds and, let’s not forget, a fine 
pipe organ. 

The city of St. Louis has recently 
enjoyed strong leadership in the di- 
rection of a much-needed external 
improvement. Of this we are indeed 
proud. Here we have an excellent 
suggestion for a fine, important step 
in the direction of cultural and spir- 
itual improvement.

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An Issue for the People 


Is this advertising fair? Is it misleading? Or 
is it downright untruthful? Is that electric 
power rate a reasonable one? Or is it too high? 
What about these applications for television 
channels? Should they be approved? Or should 
they be rejected” 

Everyone of these questions concerns large 
numbers of people and for that reason is the 
business of a regulatory commission, designed 
by law to look out for the. public’s interest. 

Thanks to the House Small Business Commit- 
tee, consisting of six Democrats and five Re- 
publicans, the country now has a report on the 
relations, between the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion and five important federal regulatory com- 
missions that deal with gmall business. The 
report is one that Geserves careful study and 
appropriate action. 

The main recommendations are, first, that the 
law be changed so as to take away from the 
President his authority to designate the chair- 
men of the agencies: second, that the members 
share some of a chairman's powers, and third, 
that the agencies be granted more latitude in 
the preparation of their budgets and recom- 
mendations to Congress. 


There is merit im every one of these pro- 
posals. The original purpose in allowing the 
President to designate chairmen was to improve 
agency administration. Actually it has worked 
out so as to give the White House more influ- 
ence over the regulatory agency than Congress 
intended for the executive authority to have. 

The independent regulatory agencies (such 
as the Federal Trade Commission; the SEC 
and CAB) were created by Congress to provide 
a means through which the Federal Govern- 
ment could cope with complex technical issues 
of the industrial age. They were meant to be 
both “independent” and “regulatory” and if 
they are not they fail in their mission. 

A member of the committee, Congressman 
Evins (Tenn.), says that in some instances the 
head of an agency “appears to have had a de- 
termined purpose to pervert the functions which 
the agency is intended to perform.” Referring 
to Eisenhower nominees, he reports that: 

Individuals recently appointed to serve as 
chairman and to have charge of the re- 
organizations, the administration and the 
selection of personnel for these agencies 
have been drawn from the ranks of the very 
industries they are suposed to regulate—or 
more precisely from the ranks of lawyers 
who have long specialized in trying to alle- 
viate for their clients the very regulations 
which they are now presumed to enforce. 

There are several clear instances of politi- 

cal interference and guidance of the affairs 

of these agencies. 


The record of the AEC with respect to the 
Dixon-Yates contract and the failure to inform 
President Eisenhower as to the facts is proof 
enough that something is out of joint and needs 
to be corrected. The dissent of the Republican 
minority should also be studied for what it is 
worth, but the object ought to be to increase 
the effectiveness of the federal agencies and 
commissions in protecting the interests of the 
people.

Triple Shuffle in Kansas 


One day after The Kansas City Star told of 
“astounding reports” of a “devious deal’ by 
which Gov. Fred Hall of Kansas could arrange 
his appointment to the State Supreme Court, 
the deal was consummated.

How-Times-Change Note 

Just 2> years ago, our sports pages inform us, 
St. Louis University defeated Arkansas 25 to 23 
in a basketball game won “in the final 90 sec- 
onds.” Today a game is not considered suffi- 
ciently thrilling unless it is won in the last 3 
seconds (as Kansas won from Iowa State re- 
cently), and the score would more likely be in 
the 80s or 90s (West Virginia Tech is averaging 
better than 100 points a game). 

Twenty-five years ago, of course, the center 
jump had not been eliminated or the hook shot 
even thought of, and back alleys were still 
lined with ’phone poles, not backboards. Think- 
ing back on 25 years of “progress” in this sport, 
we fear to imagine what the 25-years-ago column 
will tell us 30 years hence. 
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As a Help to Science 

The Manchester Guardian and ‘the British 
Medical Journal have taken notice of a growing 
medical problem in the United Kingdom which, 
although it is not generally known, also is a 
disturbing one in the United States. It is simply 
that the medical schools are unable to obtain 
the bodies they need for the teaching of human 
anatomy. ’ 

This problem has become particularly acute 
in Missouri in the last three years. It was 
emphasized last June in an article that appeared 
in Missouri Medicine entitled “Can Missouri 
Schools Continue the Teaching of Human Anat- 
omy Effectively’? The authors were three 
professors of anatomy, one from each of the 
state's three medical schools and all members 
of the Missouri State Anatomical Board. 

As they pointed out, present social and eco- 
nomic trends have reduced and will still further 
reduce the number of unclaimed bodies which 
at present are the main source for teaching and 
research. Social security, old age pensions and 
federal death benefits are all reducing pauper- 
ism and so reducing the number of unclaimed 
bodies. 

But there is a relatively néw source of bodies 
which is slowly but steadily growing. It lies in 
those provided by persons who desire that their 
bodies be used for the benefit of medicine and 
humanity. The Missouri Legislature took notice 
of this when the Probate Court Code was re- 
vised so that, effective last January, it became 
possible for an adult of sound mind to will his 
body to a ¢ollege or university for scientific 
study. Missouri thus became the tenth in a 
group of states, including New York and Cali- 
fornia, which has legally recognized the desire 
of individuals to have their bodies utilized. 

The study of anatomy has been the foundation 
stone of a medical education since the days ‘of 
Andreas Vesalius back in sixteenth century

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The Strange Correspondence 

Another chapter in the lengthy correspond- 
ence between President Eisenhower and Pre- 
mier Bulganin is now on the record. 

The President has replied to the Bulganin 
letter_of Nov. 17, which represented a reply to 
the President's letter of a prior date, which in 
tif was part of an exchange between the two 
heads of state that has been going on ever since 
the Summit conference of July 1955. 

There is something strangely ritualistic about 
tnis correspondence. The reader almost feels 
that both parties would like to break it off, but 
that neither can afford to. And so the letters, 
in addition to carrying on the tedious wrangle 
over disarmament—whether to agree to disarm 
and then inspect, or to inspect and then agree 
to disarm—become a commentary on events. 

Bulganin’'s November letter blasted the attack 
on Egypt, and defended Russia's oppression of 
Hungary. The President's letter sharply replies 
on this score, rejects the Soviet proposal for 
another summit conference, suggests that the 
U.N. disarmament committee is the best nego- 
tiating body at the moment, and hints that the 
United States will soon have further proposals 
to present there. 

Despite the obviously propagandistic nature 
of the correspondence, it cannot be written off 
entirely. Each episode brings about some slight 
change in position. For example, Bulganin in 
November for the first time indicated willing- 
ness to discuss a limited form of aerial inspec- 
tion, and now the President promises serious 
study of this and other plans. 

If disarmament negotiations are to get any- 
where, however, it will not be by public cor- 
respondence but by hard work in private diplo- 
matic consultation. When President Eisenhower 
and Premier Bulganin start exchanging com- 
munications which nobody hears about at the 
time, and instruct their subordinates td go at 
disarmament seriously—-then we shall begin to 
see some progress. 
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What the Voters Ordered 


It is hard to figure why Senator Knowland 
ever thought he had enough votes for the Re- 
publicans to organize the Senate. The Nov. 6 
election produced a Senate of 49 Democrats and 
47 Republicans. Committee control means too 
much to each Senator for a member of one 
party to vote to put the other party in charge. 

And so freshman Democrat Lausche of Ohio 
did only what he was expected to do when he 
voted with his party for Senator Hayden for 
president pro tempore. After all a maverick 
such as Senator Langer of North Dakota votes 
with the Republicans to organize—and for him- 
self for chairman of the Judiciary committee. 

However Senate Republicans may feel about 
it, a fair guess is that the White House is not 
too disappointed that the chairmanships are 
staying in Democratic hands. When President 
Eisenhower looks back to the Republican civil 
war in the 1953 and 1954 sessions, he can hardly 
ever again wish to see Senators Jenner, Mc- 
Carthy, Bridges, Bricker and Malone controlling 
Senate committees. 

Certainly that is one of the reasons why the 
American people elected a Democratic Congress 
notwithstanding their overwhelming support for 
Dwight D. Eisenhower for the presidency. The 
divided government in Washington today came 


straight from the grass roots. 
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News Is Not for Bargaining 
In threatening to revoke the passports of 
three newsmen who entered Communist China, 
the State Department has called attention to 
the indefensibility of its, ban on American cor- 
respondents’ travel there. 


So long as the ban exists, most news organiza- 
tions will prefer to observe it. There is a 
serious question, however, of the State Depart- 
ment’s legal right to impose such a ban for the 
obvious diplomatic purpose of pressuring Red 
China to release American prisoners. There is 
also a serious question of the Government’s 
authority to withhold passports from anybody, 
the individual’s right to travel being one of the 
things a democracy is supposed to protect. 

Even if the department can establish its power 
to forbid newsmen to enter China, it can- 
not by any means establish the wisdom of doing 
so, In threatening reprisals against the three 
correspondents who have defied the ban—one 
from a Baltimore newspaper and two from 
Look magazine—the department says travel is 
banned in China because the Peiping govern- 
ment holds imprisoned Americans as ‘political 
hostages.” But what of the banned corre- 
spondents? In effect the State Department is 
holding them as political hostages by denying 
them the right to gather and report facts, as 
it is their job to do. . 

Of course it is wrong for Red China to use 
American prisoners for diplomatic bargaining. 
But so is it wrong for the United States to 
bargain with’ the rights of newsmen to practice 
their profession. The department would be 
within bounds if it chose to announce that 
correspondents must travel in China at their 
own risk. But if Peiping is willing to admit 
them, the United States Government places it- 
self in a bad position by imposing a ban of 
its own. 
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Favoritism in County Zoning? 

The resignation under fire of C. Willard Max 
as an assistant St. Louis county counselor ought 
hot to mark the end of the Zoning Board affair. 

Mr. Max was roundly criticized by Circuit 
Judge Noah Weinstein, and properly so, for 
representing a private client before the Zoning 
Board while a member of the county counselor's 
staff. Since the counselor is the designated 
legal adviser to all county boards, a possible 
conflict of interest was involved. County Coun- 


- selor Kline is responsible for seeing that none 


of his assistants indulges in this kind of ques- 
tionable activity in the future. 

Equally disturbing were Judge Weinstein’s 
findings on the manner in which the Zoning 
Board conducted the particular hearings where 
Mr. Max appeared as representative of a private 
client.- “Whispered conversations” between 
members of the Board and Mr. Max and the 
appearance of an exhibit in the record “without 
the knowledge” of opposing counsel were cited 
by Judge Weinstein. He said they could not be 
condoned, nor can they. 

Members of the Zoning Board are appointed 
by Supervisor Matthews subject to confirmation 
by the Council. The Supervisor surely should

The Administration’s plan for spe- 
cific congressional authority to act in 
a Middle East emergency—sometimes 
called the “Eisenhower Doctrine’—will 
have to have wide support in the legis- 
lative branch to prove effective. Speak- 
er of the House Sam Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, on Jan. 1 said: “I don’t think 
it would be useful unless it had a prac- 
tical unanimity of acceptance.” 

On the same day Representative 
Dewey Short (Rep.), Missouri, who al- 
fhough defeated 
in 1956 attended 
the White House 
legislative confer- 
ence, described the 
request as similar 
to the one the 
President made in 
1955 in asking for 
authority to use 
United States 
troops in defense 
of Formosa. The 
unanimity of Con- 
gress in the 1955 
mandate was a 
notable feature. 

President Eisen- 
hower in a special message of Jan. 24, 
1955, emphasized the key position of 
the small Chinese Nationalist-held off- 
shore islands in defense of Formosa. 
The President said that he had au- 
thority as Commander-in-Chief to take 
some of the steps he might deem neces- 
sary there. But he felt that a suitable 
congressional resolution would “make 
clear the unified and serious intentions 
of our Government, by our Congress 
and our people.” 


Senator Wayne Morse (Dem.), Ore- 
gon, called the resolution “an author- 
ization for the exercise of the power 
to start a preventive war.” Said Morse: 
“I do not believe Congress should in 
any way delegate its power to declare 
war.” 

The resolution was adopted by the 
House Jan. 25 by a vote of 410 to 3. It 
was approved by the Senate Jan. 28 by 
a vote of 85 to 2. Seven Senators had 
originally been recorded as opposed 
by vote, pair, or announcement.

But on Feb. 1 the Congressional Rec- 


ord was ordered changed to show that, 
if present, Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson ‘(Dem.), Texas, and 
Senators Dennis Chavez (Dem.), New 
Mexico; J. Allen Frear Jr. (Dem.), 
Delaware, and Matthew M. Neely 
(Dem.), West Virginia, would have 
voted “Yea.” That left the “Nays” of 
Morse and of Senator Herbert H. Leh- 
man (Dem.), New York, and Senator 
William Langer (Rep.), North Daketa. 


Even some Senators who expressed 
doubts about or opposition to the reso- 
lution voted for it. Senator Ralph E. 
Flanders ‘(Rep.), Vermont, had de- 
clared on the Senate floor: “In plain 
English this is preventive war.” But 
Republican Majority Leader William F. 
Knowland of California contended that 
“there is not a scintilla of evidence 

. which could lead ary reasonable 
person to believe that the purpose of 
the resolution is to engage in preven- 
tive war.” 


A possible major difference between 
the 1955 Defend Formosa resolution 
and the one now being asked for is 
that, according to Representative Short, 
any United States use of force would 
be conditioned upon a request for 
assistance by a victim of aggression in 
the Middle East. In 1955, three days 
after his special Formosa message, the 
President said that he alone would 
make the decision when to use United 
States force in the Formosa area. That 
was to allay suspicions that Chiang 
Kai-shek might be able to involve this 
country in war. | 

(Far Eastern tensions subsided meas- 
urably when the United States per- 
suaded Chiang to withdraw Nationalist 
forces from the Tachen Islands. The 
United States Seventh Fleet helped 
evacuate 25,000 military and 17,000 
civilians Feb, 6-11.) 


Worsening relations between Israel 
and the Arab states early last spring 
raised the possibility that the President 
would ask authority to use troops in the 
Middle East. President Eisenhower 
said on April 4 that he would “never be 
guilty of action that can be interpreted 
as war until the Congress, which has 
the constitutional authority, ‘says so.”

By then 
he was already a famed voyager who 
had succeeded in traveling around the 
world on $80, but still it seems that he 
was not fully prepared for the hard- 
ships that were waiting for him on 
this trip through the Sahara desert. 

Mr. Christopher crossed the desert 
from Algiers to Timbuktu in nerve- 
wracking trips by trucks which were 
not designed for desert service and 
got stuck in the sand every so often, 
as well as on camels which, though 
well engineered for desert life, were 
still a terrific drain on the nervous 
systems of their riders. In fact, the 
caravan proceeded so slowly that it 
finally ran out of water in the middle 
of the desert, and had to kill one 
of the camels, to drink the fluid 
from the beast’s stomach. This was one 
experience, Mr. Christopher adds, which 
he would not like to go through a sec- 
ond time.

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| The ‘Country’ Shrinks 


| As Population Grows 
By Leonard Hall 


S the new year begins, it is interesting to cast a 
A eusace forward. Not into the intricacies of politics 

or the tangled web of international affairs, but 
into homelier affairs of everyday life. Driving home 
to the farm on the 
evening of Christ- 
mas, after a pleasant 
day in town, we 
could not but be 
struck with the vast 
change that has 
taken place along 
our highway during 
the past 10 years. 
This is, as all of you 
know who travel it, 
one of the “country” 
roads which leads out 
from St. Louis. Just 
south of the city it 
climbs into the hills 
and stays there, 
winding through one 
valley after another 
and crossing count- 
less ranges of hills. 
Tem years ago this 
was a real country 
road, bordered by farms and woodland, Such houses as 
one saw, except in the vicinity of the towns, were farm- ' 
houses. A few venturesome souls had begun to build 
along the highway, a few miles south of the boundries 
of the city, but that was about all. On our trip home 
last week, although it was well after dark, we realized 
what a change has taken place. And the thing which 
impressed this upon us was that, all along our way, 
we seemed never out of sight of brightly decorated 
Christmas trees, homes hung from one end to the 
other with colored lights, creches celebrating the 
Nativity in one front yard after another and .count- 
less illuminated teams of reindeer, pulling sleighs 
loaded with toys toward. the chimneys on countless 
rooftops. 
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PART OF THIS is, of course, the result of the de- 
sire many people have to escape the city and have a 
bit of land ‘on which to plant their feet. Part is the 
result of the population growth which helps to crowd 
every city across the nation. And an inevitable result 
of these things is a great increase in the number of 
people who are active.in that whole group of avoca- 
tions which we call outdoor recreation. “Back to na- 
ture” is a war cry which grows in volume as we, in © 
fact, grow farther and farther away from nature. And & 
since there are more and more of us, it is natural 
that the opportunities for real communion with nature 
grow scarcer and scarcer. To view a “natural” land- 
scape, to find places where we can hunt and fish, to 
see wildlife, or even to know a bit of solitude, it be- 
comes necessary to go farther and farther afield. 

x * 
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THIS ISN’T MERELY a matter of numbers of peo- 
ple, either. As one form of transportation after an- 
other is developed to perfection, the problem of going 
afield diminishes. First the railroads took us into the 
hinterland, from whence we could push on out into 
real wilderness by such primitive means as canoe or 
pack-horse or even afoot with a knapsack on our back. 
Then came the automobile—and with it the develop- 
ment of the gravel road, the paved road and now the 
superhighway. Finally the airplane opened up the 
uttermost wilderness to exploitation. These things afe : 
inevitable, yet they create problems in recreational 
values which have never been easy to solve. Once I 
wrote of seeing a bold and highly colored railroad 
poster advertising “Buffalo Hunting Trains” running 
west from Chicago. You bought an excursion ticket 
on these trains and this gave you the privilege of tak- & 
ing gun and ammunition along with which to slaugh- =~ 
ter buffalo. The train steamed across the plains until & 
it came in sight of a herd of the great lumbering = 
bison, whereupon it stopped. The more intrepid hunters. & 
piled out of the cars to stand alongside, while the * 
timid remained aboard and fired through the. open 4; 
windows and from the platforms. Everybody shot. at f

What Young People Think 


Views on Pupils Who ‘Hate School 


Majority of Teen-Agers Believe They Should Be Allowed to Quit 


Another in a series of surveys 
of American youth on important 
topics of the day.

HOULD teen-agers who 
G hate school” be forced to 
attend anyway? 

And should especially bright 
children be taught in the same 
classes with less adept young- 
sters who cannot maintain their 
pace” 

To the nation’s teen-agers 
such grave problems seem rela- 
tively simple. 

“School should only be for 
those who want to go,” com- 
mented an Iowa high school 
junior, reflectiong the opinion 
of three-quarters of the teen- 
agers we intérviewed in a na- 
tion-wide survey. 

Also, an even higher percent- 
age favors teaching especially 
bright children in the same 
classes with the average ones, 
while giving them extra, spe- 
cialized work to do. 

The same questions concern 
educators. One prominent 
schoolman told the National 
P.-T.A. conference at San Fran- 
cisco last summer that too much 
classroom time is wasted 
youngsters who should be in 
trade schools or jobs. More re- 
cently a committee of the New 
York Teachers Guild asserted 
that the No. 1 cause of delin- 
quency in high schools is “the 
mandatory admission of a new 
type of pupil—the uninterested, 
the unwilling, the low-I.Q. beys 
and girls who often feel they 
are ‘captives™ in school until 
they reach their seventeenth 
birthday.” 

As for giving bright students 
special instruction, educators 
generally favor it either in sep- 
arate classes or in regular 
classes with “enriched pro- 
grams” for the talented. 

But the educators know, 
whereas the youngsters may 
not be so well aware, that 
present compulsory school at- 
tendance laws and child labor 
laws make it impractical to 
shunt most teen-agers out of 
the classroom and into jobs. 

In five states, the mandatory 
attendance age is 18, and in no 
state is it less than 16 — al- 
though after school hour work 
permits can be obtained in 
some cases. Courts hold it is 
the duty of the individual to 
study and make the most of the 
talents he has. 

At the suggestion of a Senate 
subcommittee investigating ju- 
venile delinquency, the Labor 
Department is making prelimi- 
nary studies on whether 14- 
and 15-year-olds should be al- 
lowed to work part time under 
programs supervised by 
schools. 

However that may be, 81 per 
cent of the boys and 73 per 
cent of the girls interviewed 
feel that students not interested 
in school should be allowed to

age.

holds no prospect for future 
advancement as far as they are 
concerned. So why should they 
be stuck away in school for 
years when they could be on the 
road to a good living?” 

The high schoolers feel that 
disinterested students should 
even be encouraged to quit 
school. Seventy-six per cent of 
the boys and 71 per cent of the 
girls favor this plan.

However, a quarter of all 
those interviewed said that all 
students should be encouraged 
to remain in school. 

“Do you think most young 
people really know what they 
want?” asked an honor society 
student. “We teen-agers should 
be told we must go to school, 
not asked if we want to go.” 


An Alabama freshman re- 
callect: 

“My sister left school to get 
married. She’s regretted ever 
since that she failed to finish 
her education. But there’s 
nothing she can do about it now 
with two kids and a household 
to rin.” 


This majority group empha- ~ 


sizes the influence that older 
people—teachers and parents— 
can have on teen-agers. This 
influence must be’ employed, 
they maintain, because, again, 
the youth often does not know 
his own mind and should be 
led to further education for his 
future good. 

“Dad has said many times 
that if his father had been alivé 
he never would have quit high 
school and maybe could have 
had a far better job today 
said a Minnesota senior. “But 
no one told him anything, so 
he went to work at 14.” 

The group interviewed for

Ice Accumulating on Roof Eaves 
AYBE this isn’t one of your 
major worries, but it seems 
that a considerable number 

of people who live in homes 
where there is a good deal of 
roof overhang are troubled in 
winter by ice and snow accumu- 
lating along the eaves. 

What happens is that heat 
loss from the house through the 
roof causes the snow on the 
roof to melt and start slipping 
down. It slips until it comes to 
the overhanging portion of the 
roof which is not heated and 
there it freezes. It’s rough on 
the gutters, it’s rough on the 
roofing and sometimes a hunk 
of it breaks and makes it rough 
on anyone it happens to hit. 


FIRST THING to "eo is check 
and be sure that the roof is in- 
sulated on the underside. If the 
roof is insulated—properly in- 
sulated — there won't be so 
much heat loss and so the sngw

won't melt rapidly. On warm 
days when it does melt rapidly, 
it will be able to flow com- 
pletely off the roof. 

If the overhanging portion of 
the roof is inclosed with a sof- 
fit, it will often pay to make 
openings between this area and 
the attic or attic ‘crawl space. 
This will allow some heat to 
get in under the overhang and 
prevent it be@oming so cold that 
the melting snow and ice flow- 
ing into it will freeze. 


IN THE EVENT that the 
overhang is not inclosed, about 
your best bet is one of those 
heating cables that we sug- 
gested some weeks ago for 
melting ice and snow that accu- 
mulates often in roof gutters. 

Come warm weather, how- 
ever, it might be a good idea 
to inclose this exposed portion 
of the roof so that you won't 
be bothered by this little head- 
ache every year.

Some First-Rate Acting 


FTER an absence of seven years from American-made 
Asim. Ingrid Bergman returns triumphantly in “AN- 
ASTASIA,” a Twentieth Century-Fox picture shot 
in Paris, Copenhagen and London, and opening at the 
by ST. LOUIS THEATER today. 
As a destitute woman picked up on 
Za the streets of Paris by three White Rus- 
sian plotters and trained to pass herself 
off as the Grand Duchess Anastasia, daugh- 
ter of the Czar of Russia, Miss Bergman 
gives one of the best performances of 
her career. Her remarkable beauty is 
still there, accentuated by CinemaScope and De Luxe 
color. Her performance is a deeply expressive one. Her 
emergence from a half-starved, hopeless creature to first 
a confused and anxious stooge of the schemers, then into 
a beauty of imperial manner that conceals a yearning 
for love and some identity, is sensitively done. 

The “recognition scene,” in which the Dowager Em- 
press, whom the schemers are seeking to convince, first 
attacks the claimant with withering scorn, then gradually 
realizes from recalled memories that the girl is indeed 
her granddaughter and not an imposter, is played beauti- 
fully and poignantly by Miss Bergman and Helen Hayes 
as the Empress. 

It will be remembered that the two roles were 
also strongly done on the stage by Viveca Lindfors and 
Eugenie Legntovich, but in every other aspect, the film 
is immensely superior to the play Guy Bolton adapted 
from the French of Marcelle Maurette. The screenplay 
by Arthur Laurents and direction by Anatale Litvak have 
given it a plausibility and authenticity in place of the 
atmosphere of an overwritten spy melodrama the play had. 

Yul Brynner gives a hard, whip-like authority, a 
cutting intelligence, to the ex-Cossack general who ma- 
meuvers the scheme. The film has been changed to 
allow him gradually to gain some sympathy—he finally 
falls in love with Anastasia, becomes sick of the scheme 
to use her to claim 10,000,000 pounds in deposits in 
English banks as the rightful heir to the Czar, and 
finally when Anastasia disappears, he goes with her, 
presumably to marry her. 

The supporting roles are also excellently played by 
such people as Akim Tamiroff as the banker in on the 
scheme, Martita Hunt as the lady in waiting to the 
Empress, Ivan Desny as the handsome Prince Paul who 
also is out for Anastasia’s inheritance, through marriage, 
and Felix Aylmer as the ex-imperial chamberlain who 
coldly rejects Anastasia’s claim. 

The play was inspired by the fact that a woman who 
had been in a mental institution and tried to drown 
herself actually claimed to be Anastasia. She appeared 
in Berlin in 1926, told a story of having been rescued 
from the massacre of the imperial family in Siberia 
in 1918 after being wounded, and of being smuggled into 
Romania by two Soviet deserters. Many of the exiled 
Russian nobility supported her claim and a lawsuit over 
the Czarist legacy is pending in the German courts.

South found the solution. Re- 
member, he hadn’t impetuously 
topped West’s heart king lead 
with dummy’s ace despite his 
singleton. Why not avoid his 
club loser by losing a heart 
trick instead, with harmless 
West holding that heart trick? 
Suiting the action to the 
thought, South played dummy’s 
low heart under West’s king. 

The heart continuation was 
won by dummy’s ace and a low 
club discarded from Geclarer’s 
hand. After two rounds of 
trumps the club suit was 
tackled. South trumped the 
third round in his hand and 
with the suit breaking he now 
had two spade discards avail- 
able, with entry to dummy in 
the trump suit. Five-odd was 
thus made. 

South’s play was unusual but 
just about completely foolproof. 
It didn’t guarantee the contract 
—clubs mightn’t have broken— 
but gave South by far his best 
chance.

nap estimates, only two 
have that “built-in spark to ex- 
cel.” The others are what he 
calls “below-Joes,” content to do 
only enough to hold their jobs. 
Management, he says has to 
“build the bounce in them be- 
cause they don’t have it them- 
selves.” 

Equipped with plenty of 
built-in bounce himself, Belnap 
admits he “eats and sleeps busi- 
ness” every waking hour. Re- 
cently, however, he acquired a 
hobby in the form of a cabin 
cruiser which sleeps six. In 
this, he has put in at yacht 
clubs from Cape Cod to Mara- 
thon in the Florida keys, and 
a year ago took a cruise to Nas- 
sau. Even in his hobby, busi- 
ness reared its head, however. 
The cruiser was named “The 
Sea Spurt,” after the term 
“spurt,” which Belnap uses to 
describe the sales competition 
he promotes. 

Interested in athletics as a 
youngster, Belnap has stocked 
in his assortment of incentive 
merchandise, rod and reel and 
golfing equipment to tempt any 
outdoorsman. Surprisingly, 
salesmen*do not select much 
merchandise for themselves. 
Eighty per cent of the incen- 
tive prizes are in the form of 
things for wives, children and 
homes. Workshop equipment is 
especially popular and psycho- 
logically sound from the em- 
ployer’s point of view, Belnap 
points out, because the employe 
can relax from the rigors of the 
day by building a bird house 
or a book shelf. 

At the new St. Louis office 
which is under the management 
of Paul V. Heineman, these 
home furnishings and appli- 

_ances are on display in a living 

room, an adjoining conference 
room and an office. Belnap em- 
ploye Carl Oldberg, looking 
around, pointed out the items 
with which he has “practically 
furnished the house.” 

“A davenport, three end 
tables, a stove, lamps, toy chest, 
crib,” he enumerated. “And I 
got some golf clubs and fishing 
tackle, too.”

Domestic Disharmony. 


UESTION: For a long while 
Q wife and I have been 

arguing about the correct 
way to pronounce the word 
“precedence.” The _ dictionary 
gives as first choice preh-SEE- 
denss. However, I contend that 
the word is more popularly pro- 
nounced PRESS-ih-denss. In 
fact, I hardly ever hear it 
otherwise. Which is the most 
correct way to pronounce the 
word today? A. H. Harris. 


Answer: First, let’s halt the 
domestic argument. The issue 
here is really so trival that 
“discussion” is indicated, not 
“argument.” Also, there is no 
such thing as a “most correct” 
choice between two alternatives. 
One alternative may be “more 
correct” than the other, but 
not “most.” The superlative 
“most” may be used only where 
there are three or more al- 
ternatives. 

Indeed, there are some 
purists who argue that “correct” 
is a word whose meaning is ab- 
solute—that a thing may be 
correct or incorrect but never 
“more” or “most” correct. I 
don’t accept this argument from 
the dry-as-dust pedants and 
here we have an excellent rea- 
son why, for both of the pro- 
nunciations used by Mr. Harris 
and his wife are entirely “cor- 
rect.”

MOST DICTIONARIES enter 
both, with preh-SEE-denss 
usually listed first. But the fact 
that the two pronunciations are 
given with only a comma sep- 
arating them means that dic- 
tionary editors realize that the 
two pronunciations are heard 
with just about the same degrec 
of frequency. If either one were 
definitely to be preferred, it 
would be placed first and sep- 
arated from the less common 
pronunciation by a semicolon or 
by a period and the word “also.” 


If, in time, dictionary editors 
come to agree with Mr. Harris 
that the word is “more pop- 
ularly pronounced PRESS-ih- 
denss” among literate people, 
the pronunciation entries in 
the dictionaries will be changed 


to read something like this: 
*“(PRESS-ih-denss. Also preh- 
SEE-denss).” 


As for myself, I somewhat 
prefer “preh-SEE-denss” to 
avoid confusion with “prece- 
dents.” Since it’s easily possible 
to distinguish between “prece- 
dence” and “precedents” by 
pronunciation, I find it avoids 
confusion to reserve PRESS-ih- 
denss for the pronunciation of 
“precedents.”
